LACONIA, N,H, June 13, 14, 1970 — With 
soldiers deployed for a riot that never 
happened, the lastbig National champion- 
.Ship road race of the year ran off last 
weekend near Loudon, N.H, Naturally, 
the general news media went home dis- 
appointed that no heads were cracked or 
cars tipped over, but those that came for 
the real show — the four AMA motor- 
cycle races — got their monies worth, 


Nixon 


Takes 
Big One 


Gary Nixon, overcoming a long streak 
of bad luck and apparently fully re- 
covered from a slow healing broken leg, 
parlayed a smooth, intelligent race intoa 
Triumph Trident victory in the 100 mile 
National Championship feature, Sunday. 

The two time former National Cham- 
pion picked up $2,700 for the win, as 
well as $250 for fast qualifying time, 

The complexion of things to come was 
apparent Friday during practice, when 
BSA factory rider, Dave Aldana crashed 
horribly, ı completely demolishing his 
Rocket Three, He walked away from the 
wreckage, unhurt and replaying to an 
anxious spectator that he was ''invin- 
cible," His bike was completely re- 
build by race time Sunday. 

Then, during the first qualifying heat, 
Cal Rayborn unloaded while leading into 
the first turn and fractured his wrist, 
Nixon won the race, and Canadian ace, 
Yvon Duhamel captured the second 
qualifying event, 

The 31st running of the New Hamp- 
.Shire classic saw Harley rider, Mark 
Brelsford, grab an early lead, with 
Nixon close behind and Suzuki factory 
rider, Jody Nichols and Duhamel’s Ya- 
maha dueling it out for third, Brelsford 
began to stretch out his lead, and by the 
fourth lap, he was already starting to pass 
the slower riders, 

On the sixth lap, Suzuki rider Jim 
Odom crashed and was taken to the 
hospital, He was apparently not badly 
hurt, although there was no official re- 
port by press time Monday. 

Nicholas, an early favorite to win the 
event, zapped Duhamel and battled Nix- 
on for second place. On lap 14, the 
500cc twin Suzuki passed Nixon’s 750cc 
Triumph three, but on the very next lap, 
Jody went down and pushed his machine 
into the pits, Tom Rockwood also got 
into the pushing act on that 15th lap. 

With Nicholas out of the race, Nixon 
and Duhamel went at it in a repeat of 
Saturday's Lightweight race, Gary would 
have the advantage on the uphills and 
Yvon on the downhills, But California's 
Mark Brelsford was still in the lead, 

On the 30th lap, Don Castro crashed 
and. Dick. Mann- signaled his. pit that he 


had mechanical problems. Chuck Palm- 
gren crashed on the 34th lap and was 
taken to the hospital. 

Meanwhile, about halfway through the 
63 lap race, Nixon began to drop back, 
and Duhamel began to chop about two 
seconds a lap off of Brelsford’s 20 second 
lead, Then, on lap 38, Yvon passed Mark 
right in front of the grandstand. But on 
the very next lap, he unloaded at the 
very spot where he took the lead, He got 
up and restarted, but by this time 
Brelsford and Nixon had gotten by, and 
he came back into the race in third 
place. Dave Smith had steadily moved 
up through the pack and was nowrunning 
fourth, 

Brelsford continued to lead until the 
52nd lap, when he didn’t come around and 
Nixon emerged as the leader. Mark push- 
ed his bike into the pits with ignition 
problems, 


But the race was far from over, Nixon 
had a 35 second lead and pretty much 
maintained it for the wave of the check- 
ers, But Smith, who had dropped back to 
fifth on the 52nd lap, was beginning to 
make his bid. Ronnie Pierce, who was 
running third, crashed, and Don Emde 
and Smith both passed "Duhamel, Dave, 
running faster as the race progressed, 
passed Emde for second place and his 
best finish in a National event. 








Lane Laps 
Novice 
Field 


Mike Lane, a high school sophmore 
from Bakersfield and riding his first 
professional race, blew minds in winning 
the Novice 60 miler that led off the speed 
feast on Saturday, First, Lane fought to 
take front spot away from Jim Metrando 
in the early laps. 

Winning that, the young rider pro- 
ceeded to crank it on, riding nearly two 
laps for all the rest of the field’s one. 
Lane’s style on his white and yellow 
Yamaha was as smooth as liquid butter, 
with all the lumps melted out. Breaking 
a record a lap, he bent solowaround the 
twisty, hilly, mile-plus course that fans 
in the stands saw only his top and bot- 
tom as he flipped his immaculate bike 
over between turns, 

Jeff March, running in second place, 
couldn’t accept being lapped by the 
leader, and waged a fierce duel with 
Lane, unlapping himself after Lane’s 
brake petal broke off. The rest of the 
field, except Metrando and Ron Bar- 
ringer, who went out near the end, might

Nixon's black and yellow number nine 
bike was the leader, followed by Emde, 
Then Yvon got past Emde and closed 
tightly on number nine. Rib to block 
around the course they sped, neither 
adversary giving a quarter inch, Finally 
on the 11th lap Duhamel did it, Gary re- 
passed Yvon, who passed him back again, 
They were slicing traffic like two hot 
blades, 

Meanwhile, young Dave Smith, after 
starting nearly one lap late, fought for- 
ward to, 10th place, Records were shat- 
tered lap after lap, as the leaders in- 
creased intensity — 72 mph the first 
twenty laps, 73 mph at 25 laps, Gary and 
Yvon passed and repassed like marching 
feet.

BLM Board 
Talks Bikes 


SAN BERNARDINO, CALIF. June 11-12, 
1970 — The Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment’s California State Advisory Board 
met here for two days to map plans for 
future desert usage, including a number 
of actions that pertain directly to motor- 
cycles and other off-road vehicles. 

And although no definite action was 
taken, a number of resolutions were 
adopted that could sharply hamstring the 
use of desert lands by bikes at a future 
date. 

Essentially, BLM officials seemed to 
take a middle-of-the-road stand between 
delegates at the meeting who proposed 
specific areas restricted to motorcycles, 
and those who proposed specific areas 
restricted to motorcycles, and those who 
proposed very strict controls over all 
bike riders, 

On the one hand they weren’t exactly 
anti-motorcycling, but on the other, they 
didn't know exactly what to do about this 
fast growing form of recreation, 

Under the BLM's *'multi-purpose"' 
concept, federal lands should be care- 
fully analyzed as to potential use, and 
assigned in such a way as to make as 
many people happy as much of the time, 

Howard Harris, chairman of BLM's 
Off-Road Vehicle Advisory Council 
(ORVAC) reported on the work of his 
group, concluding that indiscriminate

BILLY AND GENE BEST BIKES AT BAJA

ENSENADA, MEX, June 10, 1970— San 
Diego area Husqvarna riders BillSilver- 
thorn and Gene Fetty rode a relatively 
trouble free race around a pounding 558 
mile course to bring home first place 
honors in the motorcycle class in this 
year's Baja 500 sponsored by the National 
Off Road Racing Assn, 

Only Parnelli Jones, the overall win- 
ner, had a better elapsed time than the 
Husky pair. Jones drove a brutal Ford 
Bronco to a new Baja 500 record of 11 
hours and 55 minutes, That's some five 


miles or so is paved road and very fast, 
Later Bill told us, ** We only had a four- 
speed Husky and we were geared for 
about 80 MPH, I knew that the road would 
put us at a disadvantage compared to the 
guys with eight speed boxes or some of 
the really fast bikes so I was putting out 
a lot of extra effort on the paved sec- 
tion, I passed four bikes before the pave- 
ment ran out, The first 10 or 15 miles 
was pretty spooky; There was quite a bit 
of traffic and lots of dogs and cattle 
along the road. About one third of the 
way down the pavement there was just a 
little bit of a light rain but it wasn't

hours under the old mark, Fetty stopped 
the clock just after midnight Thursday 
morning with an elapsed time of 12:36, 

Preston Petty and Bob Ewing had 
second best motorcycle time aboard 
their BSA Metisse and they werefollow- 
ed by only one minute by 250cc winners 
Armond Caprio and John Kenyon on 
their Yamaha, 

The Whitey Martino/Malcolm Smith 
team crossed the line four minutes 
later according to the elapsed time clock, 
That's phenomenally close racing after 
500 miles of trails, rocks, roads, dark- 
ness and breakdowns. 

Whitey Martino rode down the Ense- 
nada starting ramp at 12:01. He was the 
first of a long line of bikes andcars that 
hit the course one at a time at one 
minute intervals. It took until late after- 
noon to get everyone underway.

Now it was dark and the foam rubber 
came off the headlights to outline the 
bushes and rocks, Some riders wore 
an additional light mounted on their hel- 
mets and looked like hard rock miners. 


Crossing Diablo Dry Lake while still 
in the lead Malcolm’s gearbox seized 
and ground the bike to a halt. Somehow 
all the oil had escaped and the box 
overheated. Someone had forgotten oil 
cans for Malcolm’s pack sack so he 
unstrapped the tool kit and transferred 
oil from the fork legs to the gearboxand 
topped it off with cooling gasoline, 

Now second gear would work and by 
proping the rear wheel in the air he 
could kickstart the engine and get mov- 
ing again. Malcolm said that some of the 
hills took an extra pass and thathe prob- 
ably lost about 40 minutes with the 
problem,

woods and such, who bop into Gardena when the National schedule permits, were en 
route to Laconia this weekend and left center stage to the regulars. 

The show was first rate in spite of predictable winners in everything but the 
Expert Main, In the final event of the night, Dewayne Keeter figured as sure leader 
into the first turn on his quick Norton until he, Sammy Tanner and Mel Lacher were 
sent back to the third row for impolite starting tactics or eagerness to tuck away that 
guaranteed $500 Main Event purse. 

Tanner was still tingling from a Trophy Dash win and still smarting from being 
beaten in his heat race by Alex Chinowski and Lacher after having led cleanly. 
Lacher was untouchable for weeks at a time last year and there has hardly been a 
race at Ascot this year when Keeter hasn’t jumped into an early lead, 

Back row or no back row, when the flag dropped, Keeter and Tanner gassed it up 
like kids pushing through a crowd to get Evel Knievel’s autograph and they 





came out in good shape, with only Eddie 
Mulder breaking things up in second 
place.

But the big news was still Honda.

use of desert lands must end, with land 
being divided on the basis of Closed, 
Limited Use and Open Use, Harris, who 
uses some 800 acres of his northern 
California ranch as a pay-for-play cycle 
park, commented later that the ‘‘princi- 
pal’? of setting bike areas aside is 
**sound'', and that the “private sector” 
should become more involved in pro- 
viding areas, 

A sizeable delegration of San Ber- 
nardino County residents and officials 
were on hand to ask for help in control- 
ling the blight of motorcycles that de- 
scend upon their county each weekend. 
Bob Angel, staff assistant to San Ber- 
nardino County Supervisor William A, 
Betterley, pointed out many instances of 
private land abuse by motorcyclists and 
called for stricter controls, possibly in 
the form of designated areas and land 
use fees, 

Additionally, a number of officials and 
delegates, including James Stearns, Di-

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TAX LAW CHANGES AFFECT CLUBS 


By Robert O. Fee 


PART II 


In years past, individuals wanting to 
form a social club and be exempt from 
taxation found the State of California 
fairly easy to deal with. When the club’s 
incorporation was complete, tax exemp- 
tion came almost automatically. The 
filing and reporting requirements were 
so easy (almost non-existant) and en- 
forcement procedures so lax that most 
clubs promptly forgot their responsi- 
bilities. With no reminders from Sacra- 
mento and the usual turn-over of officers, 
it didn’t take long before the current 
club officers assumed the club was not 
required to report their affairs. After 
all, they were exempt, according to their 
books, non-profit; and above all no one 
was saying anything, 

The new reporting requirements have 
already been discussed, In addition to 
those, the State is tightening the initial 
requirements for exemption. 

In 1969, the California Revenue and 
Taxation Code was amended to make all 
Corporations andunincorporated associ- 
ations (that perform services, own land 
and/or borrow money — even though 
organized on a non-profit basis) subject 
to taxation and requires them to file an 
application for exemption to be exempt, 

The term ‘‘Corporation’’ is fairly 
clear-cut, If a cycle club has incorpor- 
ated, usually to take advantage of the 
limited liability protection, there is no 
doubt among the members — their’s is 
a corporation. 

The Association, however, is an un- 
familiar term to most cyclists, It has, 
though, a strict legal definition, In very 
simple terms it is a corporation that 


isn't legally incorporated. The most 
important factor determing the status of 
an association is the continuity of life; 
i.e. The officers change, new members 
come, old members go, but the club 
continues to function in accordance to 
it's constitution and by-laws. 
The exception is a club or groups of 
individuals who merely share expenses; 
perform no services; owns no land; 
borrow no money; and have no income. 
Without the tax exemption, the Cor- 
poration is subject to the corporate tax 
rules and the association is treated as a 


‘partnership, Profit, or lack of it, is a 


factor only in the determination of the 
club’s tax exempt eligibility. 

The California exemption application, 
Form 3500, has been revised to conform 
closely to the Federal exemption appli- 
cation. The Franchise Tax Board is also 
adopting the IRS’s definitions relating to 
exempt organizations, IRS logic holds 
that any benefits to members such as 
furnished uniforms, insignia, free ad- 
mission to club sponsored tournaments, 
from tax exemption, They have also held 
that any income from non-members is 
income from the general public and, 
with certain exceptions, make the club 
ineligible for tax exemption, 

Under the new rules, the articles (or 
other creating documents) must clearly 
set out a specific and primary purpose 
for exemptions. The general powers and 
purposes of the new club must not con- 
tain commercial powers unrelated to 
the purposes of the organization and 
further, must limit the generalpurposes 
and powers normally allowed a corpora- 
tion to those in furtherance of the 
specific and primary purposes except 
to an insubstantial degree.

Social and recreational organizations 
must be operated for the enjoyment of 
members and supported primarily by 
dues, fees, and assessments paid by the 
members, Some organizations, such as 
motorcycle clubs, have one or two events 
a year where income is received from 
the general public. There cannot be any 
benefit to the members from the income, 

A Federal Revenue Ruling (68-119) 
has held that a club continues to be en- 
titled to exemption where it received 
income from the general public and the 
net proceeds from such an event were 
distributed to a charitable organization. 
The new California Rules now require a 
dedication clause in the club’s articles 
stating that such proceeds shall be so 
paid over. 


In addition to the costs of incorpora- 
tion, The Franchise Tax Board now 
charges a $10 application fee, If the 
exemption is denied, that's tough — 
There's no provisions for refund, 

Clubs in the process of incorporating 
Should verify that their attorneys are 
filing the exemption application, Clubs 
already incorporated and desiring ex- 
emption should retain a tax practitioner 
familiar with the tax procedures for 
exempt organizations, It is a very pecu- 
liar field where do-it-yourself attempts 
almost invariably result in a denial, 

The concluding column of this series 
will discuss the woe created by the 1969 
Federal Tax Reform Law and how it 
affects the operations of nearly every 
motorcycle club in the nation,
